of Versailles,

Empress Victims : 
Were Not Drowned 


Quebec, June 3.—More than nine- 
tenths of the victims of the Empress of 
Ircland disaster, whose bodies have been 
recovered, were not drowned; they . were 
killed'in most cases instantly or subse- 
quently by falling wreckage pnd debris. 
This statement, made on Monday by the 


vestigation by the embalmers and under- 
takers, accounts for the large number of 
the dead bodies which survivors haye re- 
veatedly majatained were floating in. the 
water all about them. 

“There is no doubt that nearly all 
were killed by injuries received before 
they were cast into the water at all,’’ 
said Norman A. Craig, of Toronto, in 
confirming the announcement. Mr.Craig 
was summoned here to assist in the em- 
balming. 

While no official statement has yet 
been issued from the C,P,R., marine 
men here say that there is no doubt that 
efforts will be made to raise the founder- 
ed Empress, She'is lying at the bottom 
on her side in 180 feet of water at ful) 
tide, Her injuries are very extensiye, 
according to the statement of those of her 
crew who manned the boat immediately 
lowered after the collision’ to ascertain 
the damage done. Several wrecking core 
porations have already tendered for the 
work of raising the liner, 

In addition to an unusually yaluable 
salvage, the Empress carried a quantity 
of silver, consigned from Cobalt to Lon- 
don, She also carried a Very large’ and 
valuable burden of mail,
